er universally u.-**d hi them. Som, of 
the best makers never ap-ilit-d ihem t«i 
ifcf h»»a«J of the ordinary, though, at 
the Jat.1, there was a growing tendency 
to <Jo so. 
The heads oi <3ip earliest 


i-af«-!i<ti were mostly of ih<* "hinge" 
natti'ru. with hanii-m-ii coixs al <?a«-h 
end. 
for the theory then was that balls 


were suitable only in bearings that

In France it is no uncommon sight 


to see a motof-ycle on the road, but iu 
Affleri<-» it is a different story, for 
nothing smaller than motor -carriaged 
has yet been introduced. 
There has 


been a. motot-ycle ridden in Chicago, 
but that was years aso and was an 
experiment, built after designs fur- 
nished by Penniugton of airship fame. 
The Penniiigton motor was attached to 
a tandem, but diil not prove a success 
in this country, so the inventor took 
it to England, where h« is marketing 
it In a more modern form. The motor 
carriage has proved to he such a suc- 
cess that American inventors are de- 
voting more of. their time to a study 
of this popular furm of locomotion. 
The first motocycle since the days of 
Penningtou has been put on the mar- 
ket by Werner brothers and Is de- 
scribed and illustrated in a recent is- 
sue of the Scientific American, from 
which the accompanying illustration is 
reproduced. The inventors divest the 
ordinary machine of scarcely any o 
its elegance and add but little weigh 
thereto in order to render it automo- 
bile. Their gasoline motor, P. which 
weighs but twenty-two pounds, is flxe< 
against the handle-liar and permits o: 
disposing of 435 foot pounds, say : 
little over two-third horse power. The 
fly wheel, V, makes 1,200 revolutions 
per minute and is connected through a 
belt with a- grooved pulley mounted 
upon the spokes of the front wheel 
which thus becomes the driving and

and its effect increases with the exten- 
sion of better highways. There is no 
walk or calling in life into which it 
does not make its way and establish 
a place for itself. 
Time is required for 


new institutions and decided innova- 
tions to become fully incorporated in 
our methods of living, but the cycle 
advances with wonderful strides, and 
though it was but a few years ago es- 
teemed a luxury it is now generally a 
necessity, and occasional legal rulings 
to that effect promise soon to bscome 
universal. 


Wheelmen generally will be interest- 


ed in a recently patented and decidedly 
.novel device designed to change the 
present principle of applying power to 
the bicycle. The rider simply moves 
his legs up and down, almost vertical- 
ly. He thus saves all that power that 
is now lost in making the complete rev- 
olution on the pedal. The device con- 
sists ot two spur wheels, the one on 
the rear hub being two Inches in diam- 
eter. The other, which is attached to 
the rear frame, is six inches in diamet- 
er. Two arms, connecting with cranks, 
move up and down as the power is ap- 
plied, and the wheel moves off, it Is 
claimed, with even less friction than

great saving In the amount of power. 
The two spur wheels are neatly cover- 
ed and the general appearance of the 
wheel is not altered. 


When ball bearings were first ap- 


plied to bicycles they were used exclus- 
ively In bearing of driving-wheel and 
only In the moat expensive grades of 
machines; soon they were used In the 
rear vheel when specially ordered, 
and only after some time did they 
become a regular feature of iis bear- 
ing!. 
They were applied to pedals, 


steering one. The carbureter, C. and 
the gasoline reservoir, R. are placed 
at the upper part of the frame. Light- 
ing by an electric tube has been pre- 
ferred to electric lighting (which ne- 
cessitates an accumulator that cannot 
be recharged everywhere), and the res- 
ervoir. A, which contains the gasoline 
for the lamp, is placed upon the wheel 
like a mud guard. Xear the grip of 
the handle bar there is a handle, M. 
for starting or stopping the motor. 
The crank bracket i? so modified that 
the feet cat: rest immovable upon th 
pedals as soon a.s the machine has run 
a few yards necessary for setting the 
motor in operation. The machine as a 
whole 
weighs 
scarcely 
sixty-five 


pounds. Its manufacturer claims that 
it is capable of making twenty miles 
au hour. 


Front fork sides broken or cracked 


directly below the crown were com- 
monly repaired until the introduction 
of the arch crown. 
Tf a fork has a 


double plate crown or any other crown 
which has no interior lugs a splicing 
piece like that marked E in Fig. j> can 
be inserted and the two sections of the 
broken fork side can be securely fast- 
ened together. But if the fork sides 
slip on over lugs at the lower end of 
the crown and one of the sides breaks 
right below the lug as shown in Fig. (i, 
there is no chance for inserting a splic- 
ing piece, as it would strike the lug P 
before it had been driven far enough 
into the upper section of the blade to 
give the desired strength.

lour cents a pound. 


The house ily is something more 


than A nuisance.

carriers of contagion, as has been 
proved repeatedly since Dr. 'Leiily, 
tluriiift the last war. found they were 
the ciiuse of spreading hospital gun- 
gren.\ 
The enforcement, therefore, 


in large and .small viiie** of cleauliiiess 
iu stables it«ul the compulsory build- 
ing of receptacles for horse miiaure 
would seem to lx> worthy the considera- 
tion of municipal boards of health. 


The 'city of \Vnshiugtiin .some time 


'ago -Ciiusitlei-ed this i[i;estiou of im- 
portance, and tlii: nuthorities do nut 
permit tilth to lie upon t-he principal 
streets for one day. 
Along .Pennsyl- 


vania avenue, F strei-t and all the jiriu- 
cipal thoroughfares during the duy 
sweepers are at work, with broom and 
shovel, removing all breeding places 
for flies. Each g,mg of three or four 
sweepers has a large sack, fastened to 
an axle between two wheels, and when 
a load is secured it is carried away. 


For the benefit: of the street and 


health authorities iu every community 
some of the suggestions of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are given. 
The 


expert states: 


As we go farther South, the house 


fly becomes more numerous and more 
troublesome. 
The number of genera- 


tions annually iucreases us the seasou 
becomes longer, nud with the warm 
climate the development of the larva 
besonies more rapid. 
A few re-ariug 


experiments were made in this oflice, 
and it was unexpectedly found thai 
the house fly is difficult to rear in con- 
finetneut. Buzzing about everywhere, 
and apparently living with ease under 
the most adverse conditions, it is. 
nevertheless, when confined in tbe 
warm season of the year to a small re- 
ceptacle, uot at nil tenacious of iife. 


Breeding experiments iu confine- 


ment showed thnt the ho.isi* rly will 
lay its eggs freely on horse manure in 
an undisturbed condition. 
When the 


tnamu-e is spread out the flies will uot 
lay their eggs ou it. 
They can very 


rarely be induced to lay their egg's 
upon anything but horse manure mid 
cow nmuure, and their preference for 
the former is very marked. 


The periods of development were 


found to be about as follows: 
h.gp 


from deposition to hutching, one-third 
of a day; hatching of larva to first 
molt, one day; first to second molt, 
one day; secoud mini to pupation, 
three days; total life round, approxi- 
mately ten days. 
Th^re is thus 


abundance of time for the develop- 
ment of twelve or thirteen genera- 
tions in the climate of Washington 
every summer. 


The number of tggs laid by an in- 


dividual fly is undoubtedly large, 
averagiug about Till), and the enormous 
numbers in which the insects occur 
are thus plainly accounted for. es- 
pecially when we consider the abun- 
dance and universal occurrence of 
appropriate larval food. 


A single stnble iu which :i horse is 


kept will supply bou.se Mies for au ex- 
tended neighborhood. 
People living 


iu agricultural com m unities will prob- 
ably never be rid of the pest, but in 
cities, with better methods of dis- 
posal of garbage and with the lessen- 
ing of the unmber of horses and horse

probably horseless carriages, the time 
may come, and before very long, when 
window screens may be discarded. 
The prompt gathering of horse man-

premises of what is known as the old- 
fashioned housekeeper than to thom:

A «ei, spot must be thoroughly 
drained before a road is carried over 
it, or it will always be w«t, at least in 
the wet season, no matter what else is 
done to it. Water under a roqd bed 


us fatal to the life of the road as 
,ter in a man's lungs is fatal to his 


existence. 


The not uncommon practice of allow- 


ing a roadway to be lower than its 
sides makes it little better than a mere 
drain, for water settles on the sur- 
face, quickly softens it and prepares 
it to be ent up by every passing 
•v&icle. A raised and crowned road- 
bed which will shed water readily ia 
essential. A dry base v.-ith a slightly 
arched cover of stone, capable of 
shedding the rain, is requisite for a 
dry, permanent structure. 


The stone roadway is not only to 


serve as a roof for the natural base 
beneath, but is to take the wear o! 
traffic, aud not to be covered with 
other material as a '•protection"' to it. 
Iu places where earth is used for 
'•binding" purposes, aud little regular 
attention is paid to the roads and 
sprinkling is not done in dry weather, 
the road surface breaks up rapidly 
under the influence of the sun. It is 
then that it ha.s heaped upon it, to 
"protect" it, quantities of fine screen- 
ings, or earth and stones, and some- 
times eveu -jlay and sod from the gut- 
ters. The result is a poor road, for 
mouths, unworthy 
of

name 


'•macadam." 


If complete drainage is sccm-pd at 


the outset, the road crowned and sys- 
tematically cared for, with spric1-1"".0: 
in dry weather, and is thoroughly 
rolled'as laid, without the use of clay 
to bind it, it will perform its function* 
satisfactorily and prove a valuable in- 
vestment of lasting worth.—L. A. "W. 
Bulletin.
